The joint resolution submitting the con- 
stitutional amendment for the issue of bonds 
was passed today in both houses of the gen- 
eral assembly by the necessary two-thirds 
vote, in the senate in the morning and the 
house in the afternoon. 


Disposes of Waterway Legislation. 

Both houses also passed the resolution for 
the appointment ot the commission of fifteen 
to be composs:d of five senators appointed by 
Lieut. Gov. Sherman, five representatives by 
Speaker Shurtleff, and five wah a by Gov. 
Deneen. 

In taking this action the 8 prac- 
tically disposss of its deep waterway legis- 
lation. | 

There still is pending in the house a bill 
which would put a totally different complex- 
ion on the disposition of the subject. It may 
pass the house, byt it is not likely to get 
through the senate. This is a bill declaring 
tha Desplaines and Illinois rivers navigable 
streams thro out their course, prohibiting 
the erection of any dams or obstructions, and 
ordering the governor and the attorney gen- 
eral to take all necessary legal steps to re- 
mov obstructions which already are there. 

The house, sitting as a committee of the 
whole, adopted the bill this afternoon and 
reported it to the house with the recom- 
mendation that it pass. It was introduced by 
Representative Charles Allen, but the 
“ stinger’ in it was placed there by domo- 
crats, and the favorable recommendation of 
the committee was secured because of demo- 
cratic work. Rspresentatives Lantz ard 
McGoorty of Chicago and Representative 
Manny of Brown county, all democrats, were 
successful in defeating the opposition which 
blocked the bull in the senate, and in doing so 
they were not gentle in their methods. 


Lobbyists Hear from Manny. 

Mr.. Lantz introduced the amendment in- 
structing the state officers to procéed to re- 
move obstructions, and McGoorty and Man- 
ny helped him put it through. For the first 
time the\opposition was beaten. Mr. Manny 
came the closest to plain talk on the subject. 

„There Have been a number of gentlemen 
with us,“ he said, who are not members of 
the legislature, but who have represented 
private interests involved in this legislation. 
They have been extremely active on the 
floor of the house, and I may say, as one 
member of the legislature, that their tactics 
have been objectionable. I wish to serve no- 
tice on them that however their presence 
may be regarded by other members of the 
legislature, to me it is distasteful.” 

The bill, if it had any chance of becoming 

a law, probably would allow the state author- 
ities to remove a number of obstructions, 
paying compensation for property rights de- 
stroyed by. the removal, and it is probable that 
the celebrated dam No. 1 of the Economy 
Light and Power company which the sani- 
tary district has been seeking to remove 
would come out. It would clear the way for 
further deep waterway legislation by re- 
moving an active body of lobbyists whose 
work will be continual d to prevent 
the taking out of dams which supply the 
water power for their companies. 

The bill, however, has small, if any, 
chances of passing the senate. The upper 
house ig contented to have its deep water- 
way legislation rest with the submission of 
the constitutional amendment and the ap- 
pointment of the state commission. 


Resolution Put Up to Voters. 

The resolution as it will be ating e to: 

vote at the fall election in 1908 provides: 
“That the general assembly may by suit- 
able legislation provide for the construction 
of a deep waterway or canal from the pres- 
ent water power plant of the sanitary dis- 
trict ot Chi¢ago at or near Lockport to a point 
in the Illinois river at or near Utica, which 
may be practical for a general plan and 
scheme of deep waterway along a route 
which may be deemed most advantagepus 
for such a plan of deep waterway and for the 
erection, equipment, and maintenance of 
power plants, locks, bridges, ‘dams, and ap- 
pliances sufficient and suitable for the de- 
velopment and utilization of the water power 
thereof, and to authorize the issue from 
time to time of bonds of this state In a total 
amount not to exceed $20,000,000, which shall 
draw interest payable semi-annually at a 
rate not to exceed 4 per cent per annum, 
the proceeds whereof may be applied as the 
general assembly may provide in the con-. 
struction of said waterway and in the erec- 
tion, ment, and main of said 
power plants, locks, bridges, dims and ap-

Will Settle Question Whether Ordi-

Charges of fraud on the part of the Illinois 
Tunnel company, various insinuations 
against aldermen, and considerable talk- 
ing around a circle characterized the open- 
ing of the council’s investigation of the 
tunnel company yesterday afternoon. 

Close questioning on the part of members 
of the gas, oll, and electric light committee, 
which is conducting the investigation, de- 
veloped the fact that little or no effort has 
been made by the company to push the 
business of the automatic telephone for 
about three years. It also was learned that 
in at least four places the bore has far ex- 
ceeded the dimensions stipulated in its fran- 
chise ordinance. 

A subcommittee of three finally was ap- 
pointed to investigate the charges against 
the company by visiting the tunnel. It is 
expected every member of the investigating 
committee will accompany the subcom- 
mittee. 2 

Scores Tunnel Company. 

Ald. Dunn, whose resolution at last Mon- 
day’s meeting of the city council brought 
about tha probe, said the tunnel company 
was making no efforts apparently to do any- 
thing with ite telephone business, and it was 
of the most vital importance to the peaple 
of Chicago, in view of the pending ordinance 
of the Chicago Telephone company, to know 
just what ths facilities of this company to 
cope with the city’s telephone business alone 
were. 

„This company has a valuable franchise 
and it certainly should be paying a revenue 
to the city and should not be used for pur- 
pos2s of stock exploitation, said Ald. Dunn 
in conclusion. 


Are the Companies Connected f 

“We want to know, first, if there is any 
connection between this company and the 
Chicago Telephone company,” said Ald. 
Scully. “*‘ What truth is there to the rumor 
that the Bell people wers or are organizing a 
company to take over your telephone inter-

Bloomington, III., Oct. 16.—[{Special.]—The 
state of Illinois is training its girls and young 
women indirectly—but none the less surely— 
for lives of shame. And the men responsible 
for this are the stylish anarchists ot the 
state, the men who issue warnings akainst 
thieving politicians, while they 3 the 
state taxes. 

This charge was made this morning before 
the Illinois Federation of Woman's Clubs, 
now in session, here, by Mrs. Hannah Solo- 
mon of Chicago in the course of an address on 
the treatment of the dependent and delin- 
quent girls by’the state, 

“If we want to train our girls for the 
brothel,” said Mrs. Solomon, we, at least, 
ahould not do it indirectly. The supervision 
og the dependent and delinquent girls in Ili- 
nois training schools and in the homes in 
which the girls are placed ‘is pitifully in- 
adequate and is leading to disastrous results 
In the homes the state visitor is wholly un- 
able to follow up the child when she has been 
discharged from the institution, and in many 
cases no attempt is made in this direction. 

Rap at “Respected Citizens.” 

The chief reason for this condition—one 
of which any state should be ashamed—is 
lack of funds, particularly in the various 
county institutions and the chief reason for 
lack of funds is our ‘stylish anarchists,’ I 
know of no nicer name for them, our men 
of wealth who are continually afraid lest the 
politicians steal something and yet pilfer 
themselves. You know whom I mean, the 
respected citizens who are holding up the 
state for back taxes.“ 

In particular Mrs. Solomon referred to the 
Illinois Industrial School For Girls at Geneva, 
where, she said, conditions are particularly 
bad, many of t..e girls being compelied to 
sleep on the floor for lack of adequate ac- 
commodations. 

“The men of Illinois cannot solve the girl 
problem,“ said Mrs. Ellen M. Henrotin in 
commenting on Mrs. Solomon’s address. 
„% They have proved it. We women must do 
Og 

The campaign of the club women probably 
will take the direction of seeing that the 
various counties raise sufficient money to 
care for the girls in the state institutions, to 
fight institutions where child labor is per- 
mitted, to establish a higher standard of food 
and care, and compile lists of Women in the 
state wlio are interested in the reform.

CRASH SQUEEZES STOCKS. 


Dramatic Failure of Curb Coup 
Hammers Market List to 
Low Records. 


New York, Oct. 16.—[Special. )}—The Heinze 
eorner in United Copper, which was badly 
shattered late yesterday afternoon, collapsed 
utterly today. The common stock, as com- 
pared with high prices of 60 on Monday and 
§9 on Tuesday, sold at one time today at 10, 

Simultaneously with the sale at this low 
price there was announced the failure ot 
Gross & Kleeborg, the stock exchange house 
which, apart from the firm of Otto Heinze & 
Co., perhaps, has been the most active in th 
Pecent transactions in the stock. | 
The failure of Gross & Kleeberg, a repre- 
sentative of the firm said, was due to the 
fact that, “the firm bought United Copper 
for the Heinze people, who refused to re- 
ceive it.“ This statement was credited be- 
gause in other cases the Heinze firm or its 
representatives failed to take up stock which 
had been ordered to be delivered. 


f Heinze Firm Tottering. 

The firm of Otto Heinze & Co. is a stock 
exchange house, but its transactions were 
in a curb stock. On that account the inter- 
esting question arose as to whether the 
Heinze firm could retain its solvency under 
the rules with an indebtedness to another 
stock exchange house. A conference on the 
condition of the firm was held after tile close 
of the markst and continued until late in the 
evening. From time to time reports came 
from it to the effect that a satisfactory ar- 
rangement would in all probability be made 
e all creditors, including Gross and Klee- 

rg. 

Rumors of troubles Were rife all day. The 
demoralization in United Copper and other 
Heinze securities on tha curb was cominuni- 
cated to the stock exchange. In the after- 
noon trading stocks generally recorded new 
low averages for the year and in a larg> 
number of the most important shares new 
low records, which were far below the low 
records of either the March or August breaks, 
wers recorded. In many respects the day’s 
transactions were more nearly comparable 
to the break in the market on the collapse of 
the Keene pool in Southern Pacific four years 
ago. 

Copper King Denies Interest. 

F. Augustus Heinze and all his associates 
insisted again that he had had nothing to do 
with the ill fated corner in United Copper 
stock. The members of the firm are two 
brothers of F. Augustus Heinze—Otto C 
Heinze and Arthur P. Heinge—and Max H. 
Schultz. It Was insisted by all those inter- 
ested.in the matter that Otto C. Heinze man- 
aged the attempted corner without consulta- 
tion with his brother Augustus. 

According to these members of the Heinze 
party, Otto C. Heinze and his associates in 
the corner in the stock became impressed last 
Saturday with the idea that many market 
operators had sold the stock short. They de- 
termined to make a sharp drive on the shorts, 
and on Monday bid up the price from 85 to 60, 
and were successful in forcing many shorts 
to cover. Encouraged by this success the 
managers of the movement determined to ex- 
ecute tdday a brilliant coup in the stock. 

Twenty stock exchange houses were car- 
rying United Copper stock at the direction of 
the managers of the corner. It was decided 
to serve notices on these to deliver their 
stock at the earliest possible time, which 
was 2.0’ clock Tuesday afternoon, and, it was 
said, it was undoubtedly the belief of the 
managers of the corner that they would find 
many of these houses bare of stock, and ex- 
pected the brokers to default, in part, in their 
deliveries. 

Big Squeeze Coup Fails. 

th this event the Heinze brokers could buy 
in the stock undergthe rules and force the 
delinquents to pay the difference betWeen 
the purchase price and the price at which 
the stock was carried for the Heinze brokers 
on the particular firme’ books. 

Every one of the twenty brokers produced 
the stock. Some had difficulty in finding it, 
But they all did find it. They produced so 
surprisingly large an amount of it that the 
Heinze brokers were eventually forced to re- 

fuse delivery. The brokers immediately 
threw the stock on the curb market. 

The stock market was but little affected by 
the weakness of United Copper and the 
Heinze fight during the morning. 

There was no violent decline until 2:15. At 
that time Union Pacific was selling in the 
neighborhood of 120, a point below the open- 
ing. Between that time and 2:80 most of the 
active liquidation took place. Union was 
forced down to 116, 2% points below the 
previous low point for the year. Smelters 
went down to 69, Amalgamated to 49, 5% 
points below the high for the day, Missouri 
Pacific to 51, 8 points below the high.

HEARINGS ON SUBJECT END. 


Commerce Commission in Sympathy 
with Pleas of Shippers. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 16.—[Special.]—The 
interstate commerce commission practically. 
has determined not to order the adoption of 
the uniform bill of lading recommended by 
the joint committee of railroad shippers. 
Certain amendments will be made to the pro- 

bil; and it then will be submitted to 
the railroads for adoption in their wisdom. 

Hearings on the subject, which began yes 
terday, were concluded today. Before ad- 
journment the commission suggested to the 
various interests present that each submit 
an amendment to the bil which has been the 
discussion, or new bills. When these 
received the commission will decide ex- 
actly What action should be taken. 

There is no doubt the commission is heart- 
ily in sympathy with the desire of the li- 
nois Manufacturers’ association and other 
shipping interests for the adoption of a uni- 
form bill of lading. Unfortunately the oppo- 
sition is so strong anything like an agree- 
ment has proved impossible, Moreover the 
legality of the order entered by the commis- 
sion is doubtful, though on a showing yes- 
terday by friends of the proposition it was 
believed Chairman Knapp and his associates 
had ample power under the law to act. 
Counsel for the Chicago and Northwestern, 
however, took the position today the com- 
mission was not so clothed, and this argu- 
ment unquestionably made an impression. 

Informal discussion between members of 
the commission Indicates they are satisfied 
they would go too far to enter an order re- 
quiring the railroads to adopt a uniform bill, 
and the most they will do, therefore, will be 
to agree upon a bill and recommend that it 
be followed by all carriers. Even this, 
however, may not be done. Expectation to- 
night is that the matter will be carried to 
congress, and a determined effort will be 
made to Secure the enactment during the 
coming session of a law prescribing features 
of a unifcrm bill of lading.

BONDHOLDERS ON TOP 


Presentation Intended as An- 


swer to Guaranty Trust 
Company's Suit. 


n RS 


The promise is that. the latest plan for re- 
organizing the Union Traction properties will 
be presented to Judge Grosscup in the United 
States Circuit court. next Tuesday. That 18 
the date set for the hearing of the recent 
petitions of the Guaranty Trust ny of 
New York, attacking both the management 
of the properties under the receivership and 
any plan of-reorganization. This latest plan 
is to be brought in in answer. 

While the plan in detall is still in process 
of formation in New York, it is known in a 
general way that it is more favorable to the 
bondholders than was the one thrown out 
by the federal Court of Appeals, and con- 
sequently not s@ good for the stockholders 
and general creditors. This had to 
done in order to get the unanimous consent 
of the bondholders, which the Court of Ap- 
peals said was necessary before any reor- 
ganization could be had. 


Bonds Now Have Preference. 

Im the original Grosscup-Gray plan of re- 

organization $4,116,000 was set aside in se- 
curities to be classed as “ series A.“ which 
would take place along with the bonds to 
be issued for the rehabilitation of the prop- 
erties and be a first mortgage on the prop- 
erties, all ‘existing bonds being classed as 
second mortgages. These securities were 
to be exchanged for receiver's certificates 
‘and other floating indebtedness. But since 
this plan has been thrown out the new one 
gives the bonds the preference over the 
floating indebtedness, and this is what has 
moved the guaranty company into action. 
As most of its claims are in the form of re- 
ceiver’s certificates, which it took in place 
of already secured judgments, ite opposi- 
tion is regarded seriously. 
Inasmuch as the guaranty company in its 
petitions alleges that the Grosscup-Gray 
play of reorganization has been nullified 
by the upper court, it ls necessary to bring 
the. new plan to the attention of Judge 
Grosscup in a formal way. The contention 
of the Union Traction interests is that the 
Court of Appeals simply threw out the one 
plan submitted to it, but that did not mean 
that no other plan would not be accept“ 
able. The new plan ie given as one that 
could pass muster. 


Blectrification Pushed Along. 
The council committee on state legislation 
agreed yesterday to ask the council to urge 
the legislature to pass the bill drawn by 
Ald. Fisher providing for the electrification 
of all steam roads in Chicago. The bill pro- 
vides that within three years after the pas- 
sage of the act all railways must change 
their motive power inside the city limits 
under a penalty of §500 a day for failure. 

The bill presented by Ald. Foell asking 
the legislature to give the city authority to 
fix the charges of all public utility corpora- 
tions was sent back for redrafting at the 
request of “Ald. Finn. As drawn the bill 
provided that the rates fixed by the city 
must allow reasonable interest charges on 
securities issued by the companies, and Ald. 
Finn wanted the city to have the right to de- 
termine what A eae of bonds should be 
issued.

Hanging,“ he said, should be the pun- 
ishment meted out to a proved libeler. ‘’ None 
of the business villainies alleged to be so 
rife can compare in atrocity with these 
squalid campaigns of libel and libelous cari- 
cature which recent months have produced.”’ 

Dr. Andrews said he did not care Yor 5 
rich as such, but that the pride, idleness, ahd 
doubtful practices of a few rich are no just 
cause for putting all rich men in the pillory. 
He contended that high prices of commodities 
were attributable to the tolerance of the pub- 
lic rather than to monopolistic tendencies.

Colt Ends Season with a Record of 
Twelve Straight Victories. 


New York, Oot. 16.—[ Special. }—Cotin 
wound up his 2 year old campaign today by 
winning the Champagne stakes, seven fur- 
longs straightaway, in a gallop. His only 
adversary was Stamina, which was no match 
for, the gallant son of Commando. Trainer 
Rogers, who saddled the Whitney filly, said 
that Colin would have to run the fastest 
race of his career to beat her. This was 
speaking by the card, for Colin ran the dis- 
tance in 1:28 flat, a new record for the Bel- 
mont track, and at the same time beating 
Stamina by eight lengths. From the start 
ran together like a team for about a 
furlong, when Colin, with phenomenal speed, 
drew away. As Colin reached the last fur- 
long pole Miller looked back, and, realizing 
that he had the race won, he began to ease 
up the Keene colt, which was just galloping 
at the end.

Colin will go into retirement the great- 
est 2 year old that has been seen on the 
American turf. He has won twelve consec- 
utive races for a total of $129,371 in stakes 
since his first appearance at the big Queens 
track last May. Mis share of the Cham- 
pagne was $6,775.

George H. (Harry) Kuhl, for many years 
the secretary of the Chicago Jockey club, 
died Tuesday night at the home of his mother 
in Pueblo, Colo. He had been in poor health 
for sevéral years. 

Harry Kuhl was known by horsemen all 


over America, having been connected with 


tracks at Chicago, New Orleans, Kansas City, 
and San Francisco. 

He was born Jan. 18, 1862, in Pueblo, Colo., 
and early in life was employed in a Pueblo 
bank. Failing health compeHed him to seek 
outdoor work, and he became bookkeeper in 
the railroad construction camp of G. W. Pool. 
Here he became acquainted with Edward 
Corrigan, and when the latter forsook rail- 
roading for horse racing Kuhl went with him, 
and was the assistant secretary of the old 
„west side track operated by Corrigan in 
1887. When Hawthorne was opened in 1891 
Kuhl was made secretary, remaining in that 
capacity most of the time for ten years. At. 
times he served as associate judge. In 1901 
he became secretary of the Western Jockey 
club, holding that position for two years. 
Afterwards he was secretary at Kansas City 
and New Orleans tracks, being at the City 
park track, New Orleans, all of last winter. 

In 1900 Mr. Kuhl married Mrs. Myra Moody 
of Mémphis, Tenn., who survives him. 

Mr. Kuhl's body will be cremated in Denver.

permit the husband of a princess of Orleans 
to command one of its regiments of infantry. 
The cdlonel in question is Patrick de Mac- 
Mahon, 2idest son and heir of old Marshal 
MacMahon; who was for Beveral years pres- 
ident of the French republic, and sufficiently 
loyal to the latter and to his sworn duty to 
refuse to hold any intercourse with the late 
comte de Chambord, known to tha royalists 
as King Henry V. Indeed, had it not beon 


alone prevented him from following his own 
political tastes and yielding to the influence 
of his own kinsfolk and that of his wife, 
France would undoubtedly be ruled today 
by a king instead of by a president. 

Col. Patrick de MacMahon, who refrains 
} from using his father’s title of duke of Ma- 
genta, commanded the One Hundred and 
| Twenty-ninth regiment of infantry at Havre, 
and is married to Princess Margherite of 
Orleans, daughter of that duc de Chartres 
who served on the staff of Gen. McClellan 
during the war of the union in America, to- 
gether with his brother, the late comte de 
Paris. Princess Margherite, who is a charm- 
ing woman, was engaged for a time to the 
duke of Orleans; but was jilted by him,in 
the most shameful fashion when he emerged 
from tha — at Claremont, to which he 
had been con@emned for visiting Paris in de- 
flance of the law of exile, 

In insisting on being styled merely Cal. 
MacMahon the heir of the old marshal is 
complying with a sort of unwritten law in 
the Franch army, according to which officcrs 
refrain from using any nobiliary title whieh 
they may possess until they have become 
generals. Moreover, he fecalls thereby the 
fact that his father was far proudser of being 
known as Marshal MacMahon than of his 
dukedom, although the latter had been won 
on the battlefield of Magenta in 1859. The 
colonel, who takes rather after his mother’s 
family and is disposed to embonpoint, has 
two brothers, ons of whom, Emmanuel, is a 
soldier like himself and has just beén ap- 
pointed to the lieutenant colonelcy of the 
One Hundred and Fifth regiment of infantry. 
Tha third brother, Eugene, was a source of 
great trouble, financial and otherwise, to his 
family, and is, unless T am much mistaken, 
vegetating in one of the colonies, either in 
some remote t of Algeria or in Cochin 
China. Anyhow, his name is nevar men- 
tioned by his family and he has long since 
vanished from its circle of friends and ac- 
quaintances.

Portugal is a land of anomalies and of sur- 
prises, and at the present moment the curious 
spectacle may be witnissed there of a boy- 
cott of the king and queen and of their court 
by the leaders of both of the great political 
parties, including all the former cabinet 
ministers, by way of protest against the dic- 
tatorial powers which the monarch has in- 
trusted to the present premier, Franco, who 
is in reality a republican.
